In England it is not permitted 
under any circumstances. There men are not arrested and, jailed 
on mere suspicion or pretense nf suspicion. It is a practice that is 
subject to grave abuse and is one that should not be unduly en- 
couraged. If Captain Pitersen is too busy to look up the law defin- 
ing the powers of the police he might very properly, and perhaps 
with profit to himself, ask the District Attorney for some ms'.ruc- 
Hon. He evidently needs it, though 'he does not think so. 


The death of Senator Elkirs of West Virginia gives the Demc-

If judgments can be revised or 
reversed by calling judges off the bench and ttie law i lade nebulous 
and plastic, what basic principle of jurisprudence 1 ave we left? 
Judges would not only make as well as interpret-la ws, but make 
laws and rules adapted to each case brought before tr em. They be- 
come both legislators and jurymen ^without check up-m. them other 
than the transitory opinion of the crowd in the street. Judge Lur- 
ton says: 
«• 


"Neither a Constitution nor a statute is to betreited-by either 


the executive or the judiciary as if it were a .'nose.->f wax,' to be 
twisted and.moulded according to the fancy of the o:casion. It is 
against this most dangerous notion of judicial powe - that I most 
earnestly protest. 
Thertf is nothing in the past hisx>ry of either 


the national or State judiciary which gives sanction to any such 
abuse of power or supports an expectation that the unction of in- 
terpreting will be tortured into an exercise of legislati re power. The 
rules of construction are plain and simple of applicati Dn. They are 
in substance identical, whether the instrument for in1 erpretation be 
a statute or a contract. The courts possess neither the power of 
taxation nor that of the sword. They are dependent upon the leg- 
islative power for their existence, and. upon the exe :utrve for the 
force needful to enforce their judgments. Set in the place of an 
arbiter between the branches among which the'' functi >ns of govern- 
ment have been parceled, they constitute the balance wheel in our 
unique and splendid governmental system. They are the guardians 
of the fundamental law which conducts and controls the otherwise 
uncontrollable" legislative power. Their dominating authority is 
moral. They will continue to retain the authority nee jssary to their 
free action so long only as they shall respect their o"< /n limitations, 
scrupulously avoiding the exercise of powers which hey have not, 
and fearlessly exercising those which they have. Bi t this duty of 
keeping within the limits of the organic law is one i-hich does not 
rest upon the judicial branch with any greater force than it rests 
upon the co-ordinate departments of government. Th : lawmaker no 
less than the judge exercises his office under the same solemn obliga- 
tion to support and uphold the limitations of the org nic Ir.w. Why 
shall that oath rest more lightly upon one than the ither? In the 
forum of conscience may the legislator say, as he 120 often does, 
'I will not consider that side of the matter—that I will turn over 
to the courts?' Yet, as we all know, this is not an u msual attitude 
for a legislator who'finds questionable legislation desirable if valid. 
This is not honest, nor is it expedient."
